George Tallmon Jones, A.B., A.M., Ph.D. 
Dascomb Professor Emeritus of Botany 


The candidate will be presented by Anna Ruth Brummett, 
Professor of Biology 

George Tallmon Jones has been associated with Oberlin Col- 
lege for over half the College’s—and the community’s—his- 
tory. Born in Oberlin August 28, 1897, the son of an Oberlin 
professor of botany, he attended the Oberlin Academy from 
1912 until he graduated in 1916. He enrolled in Oberlin College 
in 1916, majored in animal ecology, received an A.B. in 1920, 
and an A.M. in zoology in 1923. He received his Ph.D. from 
the University of Chicago in 1935. His professional career at 
the College preceded his entrance as a student: he served as a 
lab assistant in botany from 1915-22, including the teaching of 
ornithology to college students while he was still at the prepara- 
tory level. He held graduate assistantships in botany at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska (1922-23) and the University of Illinois 
(1923-24). In 1924 he returned to Oberlin in the department of 
botany, first as instructor, then assistant professor (1935), asso- 
ciate professor (1944), and in 1952 was appointed Dascomb 
Professor of Botany. In 1963 he retired with the rank Professor 
Emeritus of Botany. His primary areas of teaching included

animal ecology, plant ecology and plant morphology; his ear- 
liest Oberlin students became aware of the concerns of ecology 
almost a half-century before the rest of the country. He re- 
mains curator of the College’s extensive herbarium of 35,000 
specimens, of which he personally has collected over 15,000, 
including more than 10,000 since his retirement. To many 
within the community, he is best known for his regular Sunday 
afternoon nature walks, both in Oberlin and elsewhere in the 
county; and his 4,000 such excursions since 1918 have intro- 
duced many generations of Oberlinians to the seemingly infi- 
nite variety of the surrounding habitat. An active member of 


‘the community, he served for twenty years as treasurer at First 


Church, and trustee for six years; and was active in the Oberlin 
Consumer Co-operative, and the Oberlin Village Improvement 
Society. Professional memberships included the Ohio Acad- 
emy of Sciences, the Ecological Society of America, the Ohio 
Biological Survey (of which he was a member of the executive 
committee), and Sigma Xi.

THE HONORABLE ANDREW YOUNG, B.S., B.D., D.D., LL.D. 
Mayor of Atlanta, Georgia and former United States Ambassador to the United Nations 


Born, New Orleans, March 12, 1932. B.S., Howard University, 


1951; B.D., Hartford Theological Seminary, 1955; recipient of 


numerous honorary degrees. Ordained to ministry, Congrega- 
tional Church, 1955; pastor, Thomasville, Georgia, 1955-57; 
associate director, Department of Youth Work, National 
Council of Churches, 1957-61; administrator, Christian educa- 
tion program, United Church of Christ, 1961-64; staff mem- 
ber, including executive director, Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference, 1961-70; chairman, Atlanta Community 
Relations Commission, 1970-72; member, House of Represen- 
tatives, 1973-77; United States Ambassador to the United Na- 
tions, 1977-79; became mayor of Atlanta, January 1982. Re- 
cipient, Presidential Medal of Freedom, the nation’s highest 
civilian honor, and the Springarn Medal, awarded by the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of Colored People for

the highest achievement by a black American. A close associate 
of the Reverend Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., Mr. Young partic- 
ipated in the major civil rights movements of the 1960s, includ- 
ing the Birmingham Movement of 1963, which led to the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 and the dismantling of segregation in the 
South; the Selma Movement of 1965, which led to the Voting 
Rights Act of that year; the Poor People’s Campaign of 1968; 
and activities relating to the U.S. involvement in Vietnam, and 
voter registration, economic development and labor organiz- 
ing in the North and South. He became the first black con- 
gressman from Georgia since the Reconstruction, and twice 
was re-elected before being appointed chief U.S. delegate 
to the United Nations by President Carter; he served as a 
member of the President’s Cabinet and the National Security 
Council.
